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Citizens Talk with Legislators

“The legislature has just en¬ 
tered into its 1980 session. We 
are attempting to meet with 
our constituents to get your 
feelings, to see if you'd like 
us to sponsor a bill on your 
behalf,” said Senator Edward 
T. Conroy, bringing to order 
the January 13 Open Door 
Session with constituents at 
the Municipal Building. In 
his company were 24th district 
delegates Buzz Ryan, Joan Pit¬ 
kin, and Jerry Devlin. Green- 
belt’s Kathy Gough, who 
works as Conroy’s legislative 
assistant, joined the legislators 
on the dias. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld thanked 
the senator and delegates for 
their support for and responsive¬ 
ness to the city and reminded the 
audience that the city council 
has already met with legislators 
to present the city’s concerns. 
This meeting, he indicated, was 
for individual citizens to bring 
their concerns before the law¬ 
makers. 

Pitkin 

Delegate Joan Pitkin serves on 
the Environmental Matters Com¬ 
mittee to draft regulations such 
as those for the disposal of haz¬ 
ardous wastes. Her “whistle 
blower” bill in 1979 provided con¬ 
fidentiality for employees who 
disclose corrupt or questionable 
practices by their employers. She 
is currently working to draft 
bills on drunk driving and adol¬ 
escent parenting and pregnancy 
prevention, is appointed by the 
Governor to the State Advisory 
Board on Youth and Children, and 
serves on the Prince Georges 
Children’s Council and the Task 
Force for Citizens on Aging. 

Outstanding Ci ty Employ ee 
Nominations Due Feb. 25 

The Greenbelt City Council has 
authorized a program to recog¬ 
nize a city employee for out¬ 
standing service each year. The 
selection will be made by the 
city council based upon the em¬ 
ployee’s overall work record with 
the city, as well as his or her 
record with the city during the 
past year. A particular event, 
such as a heroic feat, might be 
a factor considered, but the gen¬ 
eral work record of the employ¬ 
ee is of primary importance. 

How to nominate: Any citizen 
or employee of the city may nom¬ 
inate one or more employees for 
this award. Nomination blanks 
may be obtained from the city 
offices or by simply submitting in 
writing the nomination of an 
employee and the reasons why 
,the nominee deserves recognition 
as the outstanding employee of 
the City of Greenbelt at the time 
of nomination. 

Deadline: Nominations mus£ 
be submitted not later than noon, 
February 25. 

Award: The outstanding city 
employee will receive a $100 sav¬ 
ings bond and an inscribed wall 
plaque. 


Devlin 

Delegate Jerry Devlin, senior 
member of the House from the 
24th district, serves on the Ways 
and Means and Budget and Audit 
Joint Committees. He is a finan¬ 
cial watchdog who has helped 
provide aid to subdivisions, kept 
the Greenbelt tax rate down, 
through state shared taxes, and 
secured extra funds for the police 
aid formula. He is sponsoring 
a bill to raise P.G.’s share of the 
basic education formula to $9.9 
million and to increase Mary¬ 
land’s income tax exemption. 

Ryan 

Buzz Ryan works on the Appro¬ 
priations Committee to oversee 
the state’s $4.7 million budget, a 
position he calls “enviable but 
ticklish.” He has worked to put 
pension reform on an actuarily 
sound basis and this year will 
help develop a new program for 
the state’s prison system. And 
he will be working with the coun¬ 
ty executive on metro financing 
and with the school board on 
school financing. Ryan would 
like to see the county’s open 
space monies, now constrained 
so that 50 percent must be 
used to purchase new land, used 
100 percent for development of 
land already purchased. Pur¬ 
chasing more land takes it off 
the tax rolls, he said. 

Metro 

Richard Ley of Hanover Park¬ 
way, the first constituent to ad¬ 
dress the legislators, brought 
forward the interests of Citizens 
for Greenbelt in zoning, local 
transportation, cable TV, and 
voter registration. Ley was par¬ 
ticularly interested in pressing 
for expanded weekend service 
on Metro. Pitkin told Ley that

Metro financing will be a number 
one issue in this session’s legis¬ 
lature because Maryland must 
find a stable and reliable fund¬ 
ing source in order to meet fed¬ 
eral guidelines.

Eunice Coxon, Research Road, 
asked the status of legislation to 
fund the development of Belts- 
ville Regional Park from the 
proceeds of the real estate trans¬ 
fer tax. Conroy advised her that 
the bill is back on the docket and 
he anticipates no problems in 
passage.

The Greenbelt Cultural Alia 
Center begins the new year with 
a temporary two-month lease 
from theatre owner George 
Christacos. A good portion of the 
organizing group's meeting on 
Sunday, January 20 was spent 
discussing and clarifying this 
agreement, with the assistance 
of Councilman Richard Castaldi. 
The group decided to direct their 
main energies toward obtaining 
grant money and in scheduling 
events for February and March. 

Other topics under discussion 
were the need to obtain tax- 
exempt (non-profit) status for 
purposes of fund raising, to ex¬ 
tend the group’s present operat¬ 
ing permit to use the theatre, 
and to obtain 50 to 100 chairs. 
Everyone was pleased to learn 
that the Gong Show, staged Sat¬ 
urday night by the Greenbelt 
Jaycees, netted $521. 

Konrad Herling stressed the 
importance of scheduling a wide 
variety of activities, including 
concerts, dance performances, art 
shows and films, as well as more 
coffeehouses. 

In the coming two months, the 
group plans to schedule events 
three evenings a week (Friday, 
Saturday, and Sunday) and two 
afternoons (Saturday and Sun¬ 
day). It was suggested that an 
admission fee of $2 be charged 
for an evening of film and coffee¬ 
house entertainment, with a dis¬ 
count for charter members. 

A tentative schedule of events 
for February and March will ap¬ 
pear in the News Review within 
the next few weeks. On Satur¬ 
day, January 26, a coffeehouse 
featuring Ted Hannibal and a 
film (to be announced) are sched¬ 
uled from 8 to midnight. 

All agreed that there is much 
to be done if the Cultural Center 
is to turn its temporary lease 
into a long term one. Interested 
persons are urged to call Dave 
Benson at 441-2598 or Konrad 
Herling at 345-9369. 


K. Michael Hopes to Start 
Office Building by Spring

If the District Council supports the recommendation of the 
Zoning Hearing Examiner, a building permit will soon be issued 
for the five-story Kenneth H. Michael office building to be con¬ 
structed on the Golden Triangle. Although no date has yet been 
set for the District Council to hear the case, Kenneth Michael 
said he was trying to expedite the case. 


Michael hopes to start the 
project by spring. Last fall when 
the Department of Licenses and 
Permits denied the building per¬ 
mit, .Michael told the News Re¬ 
view that he was upset the proj¬ 
ect could not begin because in¬ 
terest rates were rising and proj¬ 
ect costs increase by 1W% a 
month. 

The permit was originally de¬ 
nied because the State Highway 
Administration (SHA) said it 
might need part of the property 
for a proposed improvement to 
the Greenbelt Road/Kenilworth 
Avenue interchange. Presently 
there are no state funds avail- * 
able for right-of-way acquisition 
or construction of this project, 
only for studies. If the SHA 
does need Golden Triangle prop¬ 
erty for the road improvements, 
Michael would lose 22 parking 
spaces in front of the building, 
however, the building would still 
meet parking requirements. 


To expedite the permit, the 
owners have asked city council 
to waive its right to present oral 
argument on the appeal. At its 
meeting January 21, council 
unanimously waived this right. 

Michael explained that the of¬ 
fice building would be “real first 
class. After all, I’m going to have 
my own offices in there,*' he 
added. The five story building 
will have a center atrium. Mi¬ 
chael added that he owns the 
office building property himself. 
He retained it for his building 
when the rest of the Golden Tri¬ 
angle was sold to Prudential. 

On the rest of the triangle 
development Michael noted that 
WSSC had let a contract to do 
the water and sewer lines. Grad¬ 
ing is being done, and roads will 
be paved after the water and 
sewer lines are finished. 


GHI Board Hears Presentation 
On Radiant Electric Heat

The Greenbelt Homes Board of Directors, intent on select¬ 
ing a new type of heating system for its 40-year-old homes 
before the next heating season begins, listened with interest 
to a pitch j.qi i adiant electric heating, Steve Rosa, a represen¬ 
tative from T.V.I., Inc., Kensington, the only manufacturer, 
made the presentation and answered questions for almost an 
hour at the January 10 board meeting. 

Originally developed for the 


space shuttle, the radiant heat¬ 
ing panels, which are installed 
on the ceilings of homes are made 
of a flexible metal sheet contain¬ 
ing the heating element (no 
wires) that is sprayed with fiber¬ 
glass insulation on the back and 
covered on the front, for aes¬ 
thetic reasons, with a pain table 
fiberglass cloth. Rosa claims it 
takes only 2 to 3 minuses after 
turning on the panels for persons 
in the room to become comfort¬ 
able. Thus one advantage to the 
system, he says, is that thermo¬ 
stats can be turned down in 
rooms that are not in use. One 
could, he explains, turn thermo¬ 
stats up and down as one moves 
from one room to another, thus 
saving fuel. 

Radiant heating, Rosa said, 
heats bodies and objects in the 
room rather than the air. It is 
therefore more efficient in that 
it directs heat down toward the 
four feet closest to the floor— 
the area that people actually in¬ 
habit. Electric baseboard, on the 
other hand, heats by convection, 
heating the air rather than ob¬ 
jects. The warm air then tends 
to collect at the highest point 
in the room—the ceiling. 

Rosa claims his company’s 
product is competitive with base¬ 
board heating—the current lead¬ 
ing contender for the GHI 
board's eventual nod. According 
to Rosa, the radiant heating 
panels are cheaper to install than 
electric baseboard, have lower 
operating costs, no maintenance 
costs (no moving parts) and a 
life expectancy of *30 years* thus 
over its life-time a lower pur¬ 
chase price. However, member 
Steve Curtis cautioned the board 
to go slow. He questioned the 
accuracy of Rosa's cost compari¬ 
sons. 


The company is currently in 
the process of getting its very 
new product on the approved list 
for federal tax credits for fuel 
conservation work. The Bureau 
of Standards has completed its 
testing and has approved the 
product for such listing, which 
requires special action by Con¬ 
gress and the President. 

While the board seemed in¬ 
terested, the product's newness 
was a serious concern. It has 
no substantial life history which 
can be examined. As a result 
the company offered to provide, 
free of charge as a promotion 
of its product, the ceiling panels 
needed to heat two representa¬ 
tive GHI homes—one masonry 
and one frame. Persons willing 
to be considered for such an ex¬ 
periment should contact GHI.

At the beginning of the Decem¬ 
ber 27, Greenbelt Homes, Inc., 
Board meeting, in time allotted to 
visitors, one member urged that 
the staff check on-the-job per¬ 
formance of a roofing contractor 
that he feels is operating in a 
sloppy way—dropping tar on 
home areas, and blocking drive¬ 
ways unnecessarily. Engineer 
Ove Kongsted assured him that 
it would be taken care of. An¬ 
other member, on the other hand, 
came to express her appreciation 
to GHI for the efficiency shown 
in setting up a heating conver¬ 
sion demonstration system in her 
home, saying, “I can’t speak 
highly enough of the mainte¬ 
nance staff (who were) extremely 
cooperative” in patching holes, 
etc. made by plumbers in the 
course of the work. 

Near the end of the meeting, 
McCarthy brought up an issue of 
a communication between James 
and the Housing and Urban De¬ 
velopment (HUD) agency, and 
asked James in what capacity he 
had contacted HUD.

Federal Regulations require the City Manager to hold a 
public hearing on proposed uses for Revenue Sharing Funds 
for the next fiscal year (July 1, 1980 - June 30, 1981). Such 
a hearing is scheduled for Monday, February 4, 1980 at 8:00 
p.m. in the Greenbelt Municipal Building as the first item 
of business on the agenda of a regular meeting of City Coun¬ 
cil. 

At the public hearing, all citizens of Greenbelt, Maryland 
shall have an opportunity to provide written and oral com¬ 
ments on the possible use of Revenue Sharing Funds as well 
as on the use of all other funds to be budgeted. Senior 
citizens and organizations representing the interest of senior 
citizens will be given every opportunity to be heard and to 
present their views regarding the allocation of these funds 
prior to final allocation. 

The following amounts are estimated to be available for 
allocation in the Revenue Sharing Fund; 

Unappropriated Balance $19,700 

Fiscal Year 1980 

Entitlement Payments $18,500 

Fiscal Year 1981 


$38,200 


Legislation authorizing the Federal Revenue Sharing Pro¬ 
gram expires at the end of the current Federal Fiscal Year, 
September 30, 1980. Thus, at present, the City is only assured 
of one quarterly payment in Fiscal Year 1981. If the pro¬ 
gram is re-enacted by Congress, the City could receive addi¬ 
tional entitlement funds. At the current rate of receipt, 
these additional funds would be approximately $55,500. 

After the public hearing, the City Manager will prepare his 
budget proposal for Revenue Sharing Funds and all other 
City funds for submission to the City Council on April 7, 
1980. Subsequently, the City Council will conduct a public 
hearing on the revenue sharing budget and all other City 
budgets prior to adoption.

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No "Damages" to Nyman 


In Nyman Realty vs. Greenbelt Homes, Inc. Lawsuit 
Judge Orders 6HI: Keep Sales Service Separate

Nyman Realty filed suit a- 
gainst Greenbelt Homes, Inc., 
on May 24, 1978, charging re¬ 
straint of trade “with specific 
intent to monopolize the sale 
of cooperative (GHI) homes/' 
The trial, lasting three and a 
half days, was heard in the 
Circuit Court for Prince Geor¬ 
ges County in early December, 
1979, and was presided over 
by Judge Vincent J. Femia. 
Femia handed down his deci¬ 
sion on January 3, 1980, con¬ 
tained in two papers: “Opinion 
of Court," and “Order of 
Court.” Deadline for appeal 
to the Court of Special Ap¬ 
peals is February 1. 

At issue has been GHTs policy 
of charging an administrative 
fee for each house sold regard¬ 
less of whether GHI, an outside 
realtor, or the homeowner him¬ 
self sells the house. Of particu¬ 
lar concern to Nyman was the 
fact that GHI eliminated its 
5 1 £% commission on sales of 
homes, thus lowering the total 
charges to GHI members not 
selling through an outside real¬ 
tor. Nyman also charged that 
the GHI bylaws prohibit charg¬ 
ing the administrative fee (Ar¬ 
ticle III, Section 2). Among oth¬ 
er things the bill of complaint 
asked the court to prohibit GHI 
from charging an administrative 
fee to those members who list 
their houses for sale with out¬ 
side realtors. 

The bill of complaint was 
signed by D. Bruce Nyman, pres¬ 
ident. Attorneys for the plain¬ 
tiff are William E. Edwards and 
Abraham Chasanow, Chasanow, 
former owner of Greenbelt Real¬ 
ty, sold his real estate business 
to Nyman on January 1, 1977. 
The attorneys for the defendants, 
GHI, are Albert Ginsberg and 
Samuel Green. 

GHI's Reasons for Policy 

Before June 1, 1978, when the 
new policy went into effect, GHI 
had charged a $150 administra¬ 
tive fee, $65 for an inspection fee 
and a 5%% sales commission. 

Royal D. Breashears, general 
manager of GHI, told the News 
Review in June 1978 that 
the $550 administration fee 
takes into account inflation and 
other costs of selling that were 
not fully covered by the old fees. 
In addition, the new fee pays a 
portion of the salary for the new 
position of coordinator of mem¬ 
ber services. The commission 
was eliminated in order to bene¬ 
fit members by keeping down 
total sales prices, and conse¬ 
quently, taxes. According to 
Breashears, GHI must provide 
the same services fcr each sale, 
regardless of who “f rst brought 
the two parties together.” 

“Opinion of Court” 

In his “Opinion of Court,” the 
judge found that prior to June 


an administrative fee “designed 
to cover the cost of inspecting 
the unit, educating and screen¬ 
ing applicants” for membership 
and miscellaneous paper work. 
A real estate sales office was 
available, at the member’s op¬ 
tion, for which a commission was 
charged and the administrative 
fee waived. 

When GHI reorganized the 
sales department (June, 1978) 
adding member services, the 
commission was eliminated and 
a flat fee of $550 charged. Here, 
the judge found the “fee was 
designed ... to cover GHI’s cost 
of inspecting the unit, of screen¬ 
ing and educating potential pur¬ 
chasers and maintaining a real 
estate sales office. 

The judge agreed with the 
plaintiff (Nyman) that the “$550 
fee is a package deal in which 
inspecting, processing, screening 
and educating and, more impor¬ 
tantly, permission to sell are tied 
to the sales service . . . The mem¬ 
ber-owner is paying the $550 fee 
in order to obtain his right to 
sell. In effect the right to sell 
is tied ‘to the sales service.” 

The judge then said that GHI 
has the leverage to force mem¬ 
bers to use its sales service and 
therefore the tie-in or package 
deal is, per se, on its face, a vio¬ 
lation of Maryland’s anti-trust 
laws — an “unreasonable re¬ 
straint” of trade. The court did 
not And merit in GHI’s argument 
that it preferred to “handle the 
sales itself to avoid misrepre¬ 
sentations and misconceptions 
regarding the nature . . . and 
policies of the cooperative ... 
This court finds no legitimate 
business justification for the tie- 
in (of two) normally separate 
items.” 

The judge differentiates, in 
part, by saying the sales service 
is for the member’s use and 
benefit; the inspecting, process¬ 
ing, screening and educating are 
for GHI’s benefit. “GHI can 
quite properly assess its selling 
member-owners to support the 
screening and educating of new 
members, . . . However, GHI’s 
bylaws do not authorize the cost 
of the sales service being in 
eluded in the administrative fee.” 

Damages 

One of the plaintiffs, Eric W. 
Barber, was both a member of 
GHI and is a real estate agent 
for Nyman Realty. He paid the 
$550 fee when he sold his house 
and then, through this suit, asked 
the court for damages. The judge 
found that the $550 fee damaged 
Barber only to the extent that 
GHI exceeded its justified charg¬ 
es of $215 (the $150 administra¬ 
tive fee plus the $65 inspection 
fee).” Barber was awarded, ac¬ 
cording to Maryland law, three 
times the damage or difference 
of $335 for a total of $1,005. 

On the other hand, Nyman was 
awarded no damages. The judge 
agreed with the defendant (GHI) 


Greenbelt Realty to Nyman Real¬ 
ty, together with the lack of 
available financing at the time 
“were largely responsible for the 
drop in commissions” which Ny¬ 
man experienced between 1977 
and 1978. The court found no 
evidence that the tie-in was re¬ 
sponsible for Nyman’s loss. 

“Order of Court” 

In his “Order of Court,” based 
on the reasoning in the “Opin¬ 
ion,” the judge ordered the fol¬ 
lowing r 

1. that GHI be enjoined from 
charging an administrative fee 
in which the costs of its sales 
service are combined with ad¬ 
ministrative and inspection costs, 
and 

2. that GHI must keep the 
bookkeeping for its sales serv¬ 
ice separate from that of other 
operations, and 

3. that GHI be enjoined, from 
offering its sales service to its 
members on anything but an op¬ 
tional basis and with the charges 
kept separate from the admin¬ 
istrative fees, and 

4. that GHI be enjoined from 
subsidizing its sales service with 
funds from any mandatory fees 
charged to its members. 

GHI’s Response 

The GHI board of directors 
voted unanimously (Ed James 
abstained) to appeal the ruling 
of Judge Femia. GHI attorney 
Albert Ginsberg, present at 
Thursday’s board meeting to re¬ 
view the ruling, recommended an 
appeal. In a letter to the board, 
dated January 7, Ginsberg listed 
his two main objections to the 
ruling: “(1) It is an interference 
in the internal affairs of GHI 
and (2) the sales office has to 
be self, supporting and separated 
from other GHI operations. 

On a motion by director James 
Smith, the board voted unani¬ 
mously to appeal. Director Ed 
James abstained (conflict of in¬ 
terest). 

Because the board voted in 
December to charge a 3% sales 
commission Ginsberg told the 
News Review' later, “We are in 
substantial compliance with the 
judge’s orders now. We could 
live with that decision,” although 
that would not solve the prob¬ 
lem of internal interference. 

Nyman’s Response 

Nyman attorney Bill Edwards 
told the News Review’ that :f 
GHI appeals, he would expect 
Nyman to join the appeal and 
claim that the court erred in not 
giving damages to Nyman Real¬ 
ty. Edwards thought damages 
could run as high as $100,000. 
If GHI does not appeal, Edwards 
felt sure that Nyman wouldn’t 
either. “When we received the 
judge’s ruling,” according to 
Edwards, "Mr. Nyman said 
‘Thank you. Now we can com 
pete.’ ” 

MDOT Has Summer 
Jobs for Col. Students 

Maryland Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) will hire 
about 150 college students for 
summer jobs in highway main¬ 
tenance, construction inspection, 
office work, and drafting. To 
qualify, a student must be a 
Maryland resident who is return¬ 
ing to college in the fall, a high 
school senior who will be 18 by 
June 10 and attending college or 
a graduate student who will con¬ 
tinue his studies next fall. 

Students may apply at Mary¬ 
land State Employment Service 
offices. The deadline for applica¬ 
tions is January 25.

-co-op loans from consumer usury 
to make them more viable. These 
Joans are currently bound by a 
12 percent personal consumer 
loan ceiling that keeps them 
from being competitive with real 
estate loans. Senator Conroy 
said he saw no reason for oppo¬ 
sition to this change since it 
would affect only a small num¬ 
ber of loans for the five or six 
cooperatives in the state. 

Jose Morales, Springhill Lake, 
wondered what funds were avail¬ 
able to provide transportation for 
the elderly to receive medical 
treatment. Conroy advised him 
that responsibility for this lies 
with the county government 
which can apply for federal 
grant money to provide vehicles, 
but the problem is who would 
pay for drivers, maintenance, and 
insurance. Bowie’s senior trans¬ 
portation is supported in part 
by private participation and sen¬ 
ior citizen fundraising activities. 

Morales was also concerned 
that Spanish-speaking minorities 
were not being included in equal 
opportunity hiring quotas. Con¬ 
roy advised him that language 
requirements had been deleted 
from applications for trade posi¬ 
tions and that the participation 
of spokespersons like Morales 
could help pinpoint the problems 
of Spanish speaking minorities. 

Arts 

A1 Herling, Ridge Road, raised 
two objections to current items 
under the law. First, he is con¬ 
cerned that fledgling arts orga¬ 
nizations with community sup¬ 
port are automatically denied 
funding because they have no 
record of performance and sa¬ 
lience. Second, he is opposed to 
the 1 percent sales tax for Metro 
funding, citing sales taxes as the 
most regressive. Devlin coun¬ 
tered by pointing out that sales 
taxes are regressive, but that 
those who buy the most expen¬ 
sive items and luxuries provide 
the most tax revenue. Herling 
argued for a graduated income 
tax, saying county residents have 
not yet felt the full impact of 
TRIM in the reduction of com¬ 
munity services and expressing 
his feeling that these conse¬ 
quences were masked before the 
election. Said Herling, “In the 
long run we do these things. In 
the short run we die." The leg¬ 
islators agreed with him regard¬ 
ing the impact of TRIM. 

Ruth Bond, GreenhUl Road, 
asked why Maryland is one of the 
few states without a “white 
cane" law which provides liabil¬ 
ity protection for blind persons 
hit by motor vehicles. Conroy 
explained that passage of such a 
bill was blocked by a deadlock 
between factions of leading or¬ 
ganizations in the blind commu¬ 
nity. 

Bobbi McCarthy, Ridge Road, 
brought GHI’s history of contro¬ 
versy with the Maryland Historic 
Trust before the legislators say¬ 
ing the Trust was “not interested 
in people, but in buildings." 

Farmland 

Jim Cassels, Green Ridge 
House, presented his plea, as the 
city’s representative to the Coun¬ 
cil of Governments' Economic 
and Community Development 
Committee, that the legislators 
consider appropriating open 
space funds for buying farmland 
in the state as a hedge against 
urban sprawl and in order to 
preserve the farm and related 
business economy and way of 
life in Maryland,

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Citizens For Greenbelt Discuss Impact 
Of Proposed Road System on City Growth

Three guest speakers—all 
Greenbelters—addressed the 
membership of Citizens for 
Greenbelt at their January 14 
meeting, held at the Greenbelt 
Library. Transportation was 
the topic and the main focus 
of the speakers was the pro¬ 
posed Inter-County Connecter 
(ICC) and its impact on the 
growth of areas in and around 
Greenbelt Other subjects in¬ 
cluded possible city-funded 
transportation for the elderly, 
the various impacts on Green¬ 
belt of the Metro, proposed 
modifications to the Greenbelt 
Rd. - Kenilworth Ave. inter¬ 
section, and possible bicycle 
paths. Richard Ley, president, 
chaired the meeting. 

A1 Lowrey, the first speaker, 
outlined areas of concern for the 
ICC. As a recently approved rep¬ 
resentative to the county’s ICC 
Advisory Committee, Lowrey sug¬ 
gested the formation of a local 
advisory group which would for¬ 
mulate and present to the County 
Council at its April meeting a 
list of recommendations and pos¬ 
sible alternatives regarding the 
State Highway Administration’s 
proposal. As planned, the ICC 
would lead from Route 270 at 
Shady Grove, moving eastward 
possibly to the Ealtimore-Wash- 


ington Parkway just north of 
Powder Mill Road. It is projected 
to be built in 1984 or ’85. As a 
“second Beltway,” the proposed 
ICC would relieve Montgomery 
County residents of the drive 
southward to the existing Belt- 
way in order to reach eastern 
routes, particularly Route 3 to the 
Eastern Shore. 

Identifying priorities would be 
among considerations for the 
ICC committee, Lowrey stated. 
He stressed his concern that 
State officials might study the 
issues of transportation or econ¬ 
omics but not the impact that 
the ICC might h^ve on nearby 
communities — in particular 
Greenbelt—should the ICC pro¬ 
ceed as far as the Parkway. The 
committee would have to review 
data on present conditions of 
Powder Mill Road and other 
areas, he said, and ascertain the 
impact on them of a major east- 
west route. The obvious increase 
in Parkway traffic and the pos¬ 
sible damage to the Patuxent 
Wildlife Center were also men¬ 
tioned by Lowrey as possible top¬ 
ics for presentation to the County 
Council. 

Speaking to the same subject, 
the evening’s second speaker, 
Greenbelt city councilman Tom 
White, said he felt the ICC 
"would only adversely affect the 
Greenbelt area.” He proposed 
that the connector be routed only 


as far as 1-95, which he described 
as “one of the most underutilized 
patches of concrete in the na¬ 
tion.” 

In the main part of his talk, 
however, White dealt with sev¬ 
eral other key issues— particular¬ 
ly the proposed grade separation 
of the Greenbelt Road-Kenil- 
worth Avenue intersection and 
the present plan’s incomplete sol¬ 
ution for access to Springhill 
Lake. White asserted that trans¬ 
portation needs within the city 
are “unmet” and told of a cost 
study of a possible bus service 
done for the city by consultants 
that showed such a service would 
exceed the city’s budget. White 
felt, however, that use of small 
vans as opposed to larger vehi¬ 
cles had not been adequately 
studied. White also spoke briefly 
about the possibility of further 
bike paths within the city and 
the inauguration of Sunday Met- 
robus service to the New Carroll¬ 
ton Metro station. 

The final speaker was Spring- 
hill Lake resident Kilena Love¬ 
less, a statistical analyst who be¬ 
came an instant heroine when 
she picked the lock on the door 
to the operator’s booth on a 
Metro train after the train pulled 
away without the operator. 

The next meeting is tentatively 
scheduled for February 11.
